THEIR PRESENT PROBLEMS 
Through the editorial columns of 
the Press we have often given ex- 
pression to our sympathy for the far- 
mer 1 us struggle against defeat in 
the face of heavy taxation, failure of 
crops and low prices. We have also 
devoted much thought to the question 
of unemployment and the problem of 
relief during the past two or three 
years. We now wish to indulge in a 
bit of self sympathy and point out a 
few trials and tribulations that harass 
the publisher of a weekly newspaper. 
Along with all branches of industry 
‘the newspaper business has suffered 
acutely during the years of the de- 
pression. 6 fact, we might go so far 
as to say that few industries have suf- 
fered more. 
Here are a few interesting facts 
which cause an editor to stop and do 
some real thinking. In 1908 Ontario 
had, roughly speaking, a population 
of two and à half millions. At that 
time there were 408 weekly newspap- 
ers flourishing’ throughout the . pro- 
vince. At the present time the popula. 
tion is approximately three and a half 
| millions, while the number of weekly 
newspapers has decreased to 169, or 
roughly, One-thirqg the number that 
were in existence 28 years ago. 
‘During the past thirty years, it 
would seem, scores of publishers and 
capable newspapermen have been 
forced to suspend publication.“ 
Wherein lies the main reason? Be- 
cause of the liberal system of credit 
established in most Weekly newspaper

forestation has been carried on for scribers to run years in arrears rather 
than force payment. While this matter 
may be overlooked by the subscribers, 
it becomes serious for the publisher 
who is compelled to pay wages, rent, 
newsprint, fuel, and other operating 
expenses in cash. The systém has led 
to the “swan song” for many weekly 
newspapers. | 
In spite of these facts, the editor is 
expected to maintain a cheerful out- 
look, continually strive to work and 
write in the interests of the commun- 
ity in which he is located and carry 
on a8 usual. Two-thirds of the weekly 
newspapers of this province have been 
unable to do this and have gone out 
of business. 
The editor of the Press is not com- 
plaining. We are merely pointing out 
a few facts that are seldom mention- 
ed in these columns, and engaging in

It was to shepherds 
watching their flocks by night that 
the words “Fear not: for, behold, I 
a: tidings of great joy” 
were It was in a lowly 
stable attached to à farm - khan that 
the Saviour of the World was born, 
and a few days later it was on the 
back of the most humble farm animal, 
the ass, that He was borne to Egypt 
in safety. 

It was from the agricultural popu- 
lation mainly that the early Christ- 
lans drew their adherents, and many 
years later it was over the farms and 
orchards in the vicinity of Rome that 
the early Christians scoureg the coun- 
try in search of holly branches to 
decorate their churches and dwellings 
at Christmastide. 

Meanwhile, the farm, as ever, con- 
tinued to furnish the wherewithal for 
the feast, and at the same time, as 
centuries rolled by and towns became 
swamped in their own activities, it 
was the farm that kept alive the 
kindly, ancient rites of the feast. 
Many centuries later, Charles Dickens 
restored to the townsfolk of England 
something of the joy ang beauty of 
the spirit of Christmas which still 
flourished among agricultural com- 
munities. Even today many of the an- 
cient agricultural Christmas celebra- 
tions, as distinct from the towns, sur- 
vive, some of them under limited con- 
ditions. There is Plough Monday, for 
example, which is, still observed in 
several countries, including the Brit- 
ish Isles. In olden times in Europe, 
Plough Monday marked the eng of 
the Christmas holidays. It was held 
on the first Monday’ in January af- 
ter the Twelfth Day. It was custom- 
ary Plough Monday before the plough- 
man returned to work on the follow- 
ing day, to draw a plough from door 
to door of the parish to solicit 
“Plough Money” to spend in a frolic.

cular No, 46 of the Ohio Experiment 
Station, But there is a newer and bet- 
ter method which consists of applying 
a special granulated phosphate in the 
stable, the material being scattered in 
and on both sides of the gutter at the 
rate of from one to two pounds per 
animal per day. Besides adding phos- 
phate, the granulated material, used 


in this way, absorbs gases, represses | . 


stable .odours, reduces fermentation 


and combines much of the valuable 


ammonia nitrogen which would other- 
wise escape as a gas.

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The Imperial Bureau of Soll Science 
in its monthly letter of September, 
1936, publishes a recent translation 
from the Sanskrit of a book on agri- 
cultural science, whose author is be- 
lieved to have lived about 1300 B.C. 
He was Mahamuni Parasara, and the 
following tribute is paid him, in the 
introduction: “Glory be to the Saint 
Parasara who is an authority in ag 
ricultural science and whose device is 
followed by farmers in growing var- 
ious cropa on their lands.” 

The book contains many excellent 
precepta which the present generation 
might well take to heart, The virtues 
of diligence and humanitarianism are 
extolled and the agricultural profes- 
sion exalted. Thus: “It is only agri- 
culture which helps a man not to be 
a beggar and it is only through agri- 
culture that a man can be famous in 
the world by being called a king.” 

“Even persons who possess gold, 
silver ang jewels and much clothing 
beg from agriculturists .. It is food 
which is life, it is food which is 
strength, and it is food which ts the 
source of all wealth. .. Agriculture is 
glorious, agriculture is to be worship- 
ped, and agriculture is the life of all 
animals. One can be relieved of sins 
like spite by means of hospitality. The 
man who is hospitable serves all hu- 
manity, and he is really a great man.” 

The principles of farm management 
are described aptly: “If the work of 
agriculture is well cared for, then one 
gets gold out of it; if however agri- 
culture is neglected, then it brings 
poverty. .. For looking after livestock 
appoint men whom you can trust 
equally as yourself, and you should 
personally look after the farming op- 
erations, because agriculture, cows, 
archery, wife and kingdom are all al- 
most destroyed by a moment’s inat- 
tention.” 

Concerning beasts of burden and 
their care the following is notewor- 
thy: “At the time of cultivation the 
animals should be driven in such 3 
way that they are never subjected to 
extreme hardship. Crops obtained by 
giving bodily pain to animals are 
worthless for any auspicious work. 
If the cattle are supplied with seed- 
cake powder, grass and other nourish- 
ing substances, and allowed to graze 
morning and evetning in the fields, 
then they never get tired.“

Reverence for Stable Manure 


A section of the ancient manu- 
script deals with the construction of 
cow stables which should be “strong- 
ly built, clean ang devoid of any ani- 
mal dung.” Then the utilization of cow 
dung as manure is described: “In the 
month of Magh (January-February) 
the heap of cow dung should be wor- 
shipped with due. respect and on an 
auspicious day the manure should be 
lifted with a spade. Then it should be 

in the zun and transformed into 
powdery form. It should be placed in| 
the field inside small holes in the 
month of Fulgoon (February-March). 
The manure thus prepared should be 
distributed in the fleld at sowing 
time.“ ;
